FRANCE TIRES 
OF WRANGEL’S 


Has Already Spent 200, 000, 
000 Francs in Feeding the 
Starved Hordes. 


[BY CABLE—EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH.) 

PARIS, April 17.—Official France 
is making desperate efforts to con- 
vince Gen. Baron Wrangel’s half- 
starved hordes, who went down to 
defeat in South Russia at the hands 
of the Reds, that they must work 
out their own salvatiop, not as an 
army, but as individuals. 

The French government officially 


announced today that owing to the 
persistent efforts of Gen. Wrangell 
to keep his army intact, it is indis- 
pensible that we break his contact 
with the soldiers.” 

France urges the remnants of the 
once formidable force, either to re- 
turn to Russia or to go to Brazil, 
where the State of Sao Paulo offers 
farm lands for 20,000 colonists.
